Russian lecturers are sent to 
Ukrainian universities where they era given prca»tioas and the better 
positions, while local Ukrain i ans r e maine d in leaser positions for 
years. Ukrainian talent} l.e., the outstanding artiste, scholars, 
scientists, are Mast to Moscow and Ienlngrad, and inferior Russian 
substitutes sent to replace then. Rem skilled workers are being 
recruited and sent to the RSFSR. Ukrainian students ore sent to 
Russian universities, while the Ukrainian universities are filled with 
Russian students, the doctor said strikes mad protests against these 
policies have taken place but there has been no let up in the Russification 
measures.
